W hen land was cheaper 
it. paid to farm the largest possible 
area, and to change to fre sh er land 
in the course of time. 
This did not usually involve the 
largest production per acre, though 
in some cases the largest production 
ppr acre- may have been raised.

new and cheap land, such a practice 
today would reduce the production 
per individual.

Results of 175 day feeding trials

presents strong evidence in favor of 
feeding corn silage an d cheap r o u g h ­ 
age in fattening steeres.

were announced to over 400 farm ers 
at the seventh an n u a l spring m eet­ 
ing of tin1 Indiana Cattle F e e d e r s ’ 
association held at P u rd u e university 
May 1«5. 
The most profitable lot of 
stet is show n in accom panying illus­ 
tration. received shelled corn, cotton­ 
seed meal, corn silage and oat straw. 
Including pork, the profit per steer 
in this lot was $12.94; without pork, 
$4.91. 
Seven lots of steers were fed 
all except two of which received si­ 
lage in their rations. 
T h re e lots cost 
money when th e pork is not taken 
into account, a m o n g these t h ree were 
the two lots which did not receive

W hen pork 
is considered, 
t h e r e is a difference of only $1.72 
in

of th e cottonseed, 
while 
th e re is an ad v an ta g e of $2.53 w hen 
p ork is n o t ta k en into account.

soon, if ever again, to bo throe*cued 
with an over production aud cheap 
meat. An increased supply will conn1 
not as a result of lower prices, bili­ 
th® resum ption and extension of beef 
production will corno only as a re ­ 
sult. of higher prices. 
C o n s u m e rs 
g en e rally do not appreciate the fact 
that for a generation or more they 
h a v e been able to buy m eat products 
a t a price which does not cover th© 
cost of production under present day 
conditions.

ducts will continue to operate evert 
in g re a te r force In the f u tu re th an 
they have in the past. 
O n e of Hie live stock problem s is, 
th e refo re, to m ake the public un 
d e r s ta n d that, if an am ple supply of 
m eat Is assured, the producer m ust 
receive m ore r a th e r th an Jess for his 
product. 
In the past the price of 
c a ttle has been based, so far as it 
h a s been based upon anything, upon 
free or cheap range, cheap land sfnd 
labor, and 
cheap corn. 
Even tho 
ca ttl e feeder of tile corn belt has 
been guilty at times of relying for 
his profit upon sh arp practice in b u y ­ 
ing feeding cuttle for less th a n the 
cost of production when th e p ro d u c ­ 
er th r o u g h drouth or m isfortune or 
possibly a lack of knowledge

None of these 
conditions s u rro u n d Hie industry to­ 
day.
